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Y's  first  lady  describes  job

The  Daily  Universe  photographer  and  I  walked 
past  the  Kimball  Tower  toward  West  Campus 
Drive  on  a  beautiful  autumn  afternoon.  Hundreds 
of  students  were  making  their  way  to  their  2  p.m. 
classes  before  the  bell  would  announce  their  tardi¬ 
ness. 

I  was  rehearsing  in  my  mind  the  questions  I 
would  ask  BYU’s  first  lady,  Patricia  Holland,  wife 
of  BYU  President  Jeffrey  R.  Holland.  It  was  my 
first  trip  to  the  university  president’s  house  and  the 
assignment  had  me  a  bit  intimidated.  After  all,  her 
husband  is  president  of  the  largest  private  uni¬ 
versity  in  the  United  States  and  together  they  are 
responsibile  for  the  education  of  26,000  plus  stu¬ 
dents. 

We  approached  the  Holland  home  from  the  north 
and  had  a  good  view  of  the  beautifully  manicured 
grounds.  Flowers  lined  the  well-trimmed  lawn  and 
a  white  gazebo  complimented  the  already  impress¬ 
ive  scenery. 

A  football  lay  on  the  lawn  just  under  a  round 
trampoline.  Indicators,  perhaps,  that  I  need  not  be 
as  intimidated  as  I  had  first  felt. 

Mrs.  Holland  greeted  us  at  the  door  and  invited 
us  into  her  home.  The  old  English-style  house  was 
built  in  1906,  she  said,  and  has  been  added  onto  by 
every  BYU  president,  seven  times  in  all. 


Mrs.  Holland  said  her  family  has  done  some  rede¬ 
corating  downstairs  but  has  not  added  to  the  house . 

She  said  the  six-bedroom  home  provides  plenty 
of  space  for  their  three  children.  Nine-year-old 
David  (Duffy)  is  the  youngest  of  the  Hollands  and  is 
preceded  by  Mary  Alice,  13,  and  Matthew,  16.  One 
of  the  extra  bedrooms  gives  Matthew  a  place  to 
keep  his  weights  for  daily  workouts. 

Mrs.  Holland  said  physical  fitness  is  important  to 
her  family  and  that  all  the  Hollands  try  to  keep 
physically  active.  She  said  she  jogs  occasionally 
with  her  husband  but  usually  gets  her  exersize  by 
doing  calisthenics.

The  final  member  of  the  family  is  Sir  Isaac  New¬ 
ton.  Known  to  the  Hollands  as  Isaac,  the  pint-sized 
dog  was  named  by  Holland  in  honor  of  the  dog’s 
gravity-defining  namesake  because  “his  center  of 
gravity  is  so  low  to  the  ground,”  Mrs.  Holland  said. 

The  photographer  and  I  followed  Mrs.  Holland 
and  Issac  into  the  sun  room,  a  windowed  sitting 
room  on  the  south  side  of  the  house  appropriately 


named  for  the  bright  sunshine  that  floods  the  room 
on  sunny  days. 

Mrs.  Holland  sat  comfortably  on  a  cushioned 
couch  as  we  relaxed  in  matching  wicker  chairs. 
Isaac  flopped  on  a  chair,  proving  that  gravity  does 
indeed  exist, 

Mrs.  Holland  said  she  feels  comfortable  in  the 
house  but  admitted  being  a  university  president’s 
wife  is  an  unusual  life. 

“It  has  been  the  biggest  adjustment  I’ve  ever  had 
to  make  in  my  life.”  She  said  she  is  a  private,  casual 
person  who,  two  years  ago,  was  asked  to  leave  her 
home  in  Bountiful  and  come  with  her  family  to 
BYU. 

“When  our  friends  first  heard  of  Jeffs  appoint¬ 
ment  they  said,  ‘But  you’re  such  regular  people,’  ” 
Mrs.  Holland  said.  She  said  they  had  a  hard  time 
equating  the  Hollands  with  their  view  of  the  Ernest 
Wilkinson  and  Dallin  Oaks  families. 

The  Hollands  now  have  so  many  social-  and 
academic-related  obligations,  they  don’t  have  as 
much  time  as  they  would  like  to  meet  with  old 
friends,  she  said.  “We  are  found  a  little  wanting  in 
that  area,  but  we  recieve  so  many  blessings  that  we 
have  no  complaints.” 

Mrs.  Holland  said  her  biggest  concern  at  first 
was  for  her  children.  “The  children  are  isolated 
from  a  normal  neighborhood  experience.  They  have

I  Israelis  tend  to  reject  Presi- 
.eagan’s  peace  plan  for  the  same 


basic  reasons  they  entered  Lebanon 
inJuneofthis.year.  Ostensibly,  Israel 
began  the  war  in  Lebanon  to  remove 
the  threat  of  PLO  attacks  from  south¬ 
ern  Lebanon. 

At  least  three  other  explanations 
can  be  given  for  Israel’s  actions:  fear 
of  being  enclosed  by  Arab  enemy  na¬ 
tions,  fear  of  another  holocaust  and 
the  personalities  of  Israel’s  current 
leaders. 

The  primary  reason  Israel’s  army 
moved  into  southern  Lebanon  was  to 
destroy  the  threat  of  PLO  terrorism 
from  the  many  Arab  training  and  re¬ 
fugee  camps  in  the  area.  The  Jews  in 
the  neighboring  Galilee  area  lived  in 
constant  fear  of  both  terrorist  attacks 
and  Russian-made  Ketushka  rockets, 
which  could  strike  at  any  moment 
from  the  nearby  Lebanese  moun¬ 
tains. 

Originally,  Israel’s  attack  at  the 
PLO  camps  was  to  provide  peace  in 
the  Galilee.  After  a  few  days,  howev¬ 
er,  Israel’s  military  action  in  the 
south  escalated  into  a  war  that  car¬ 
ried  Israeli  forces  all  the  way  into 
Beirut.  More  than  simple  “peace  in 
the  Galilee”  prompted  Israel’s  heavy 
involvement. 

Three  additional  reasons  help  ex¬ 
plain  why  Israel  became  so  involved 


in  Lebanon  and  why  the  current 
Israeli  government  rejects  President 
Reagan’s  peace  plan  for  the  Middle 
East. 

First  is  Israel’s  fear  of  being  sur¬ 
rounded  by  her  Arab  enemies.  Like 
the  ancient  Jewish  defenders  of  Masa¬ 
da,  many  Israelis  fear  that  only  death 
or  slavery  to  a  foreign  state  face  them 
if  their  Arab  neighbors  become  too 
strong  or  too  close.

The  Middle  East  peace  proposal 
presented  by  President  Reagan  on 
Sept.  1,  1982,  is  based  on  the  Camp 


David  agreements  signed  by  the  Un¬ 
ited  States,  Egypt  and  Israel.  That 
plan  calls  for: 

—  Mutual  recognition  of  the  parties 
involved. 

—  Peaceful  negotiations  to  settle 
boundary  disputes. 

—  Adherence  to  U.N.  Resolutions 
242  and  338,  which  call  on  all  parties 
to  cease  belligerency  and  to  return  to 
pre-1967  War  boundaries  with  minor 
adjustments. 

—  Settlement  of  the  Palestinian 
question. 

—  Negotiation  of  the  final  status  of 
the  West  Bank  and  Gaza  and  provi¬ 
sion  for  elections  to  be  held  among  the 
inhabitants  of  the  area. 

—  Provision  for  a  five-year  transi¬ 
tion  period  of  full  autonomy  under 
Israeli  and  Jordanian  supervision  for 
the  inhabitants  of  the  West  Bank,  af¬ 
ter  which  self-government  would 
occur. 

—  Upon  completion  of  these  agree¬ 
ments,  all  nations  agree  to  full  mutual 
recognition,  to  abolish  economic 
boycotts  and  to  allow  all  citizens  in  the 
area  to  enjoy  due  process  while  under 
jurisdiction  of  another  country  in  the 
area. 

There  are  other  details,  but  they 
relate  more  specifically  to  im¬ 


plementing  the  agreement. 

Reagan’s  proposal  came  at  a  critical 
time  in  the  Middle  East.  The  Israeli 
invasion  of  Lebanon  created  a  very 
unstable  political  climate  in  the  region 
that  the  president  feared  would  pro¬ 
vide  an  opening  for  Soviet  interven¬ 
tion. 

In  his  statement,  Reagan  said, 
“.  .  .  the  story  of  the  search  for  peace 
and  justice  in  the  Middle  East  is  a 
tragedy  of  opportunities  missed.”

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Rappelling  fall  kills  teacher 


B  YU  is  reviewing  the  practice  of  involving  some 
secondary  education  students  in  a  rappelling  ex¬ 
perience  after  a  professor  was  killed  in  a  rappelling 
accident  Friday. 

Dr.  Lyal  E.  Holder,  56,  professor  of  secondary 
education,  died  while  descending  the  face  of  a  rock 
cliff  with  the  aid  of  a  rope  in  Diamond  F  ork  Canyon. 

Twenty-five  students  had  rappelled  from  the  cliff 
when  Holder,  the  last  person  to  descend  the  95-foot 
cliff,  fell  about  75  feet  to  his  death,  according  to  the 
Utah  County  Sheriffs  dispatcher.  Apparently  the 
rope  slipped  from  around  the  rock  it  was  tied  to, 


said  the  dispatcher. 

Paramedics  were  called  to  the  Red  Cliffs  area  of 
the  canyon  near  Springville  about  1:25  p.m.  and 
treated  Holder  at  the  scene  before  taking  him  to 
Mountain  View  Hospital  in  Payson,  where  Holder 
was  pronounced  dead. 


Holder  had  been  leading  BYU  secondary  educa¬ 
tion  students  in  the  rappelling  exercise  for  14  years 
without  accident,  according  to  department  chair¬ 
man  Wallace  Allred.  The  department  will  now  re¬ 
view  the  rappelling  practice,  said  Wallace.

A  BYU  ticket  taker  was  reported  in  critical  < 
dition  Sunday  after  being  injured  Saturday  shortly 
after  the  start  of  the  BYU-Air  Force  game  when  a 
large  metal  gate  came  off  its  track  and  fell  on  him. 

Robert  Blair,  23,  of  990  Cedar  Ave.,  Provo,  a 
BYU  student,  was  injured  when  a  rolling  gate, 
about  30  feet  wide  and  eight  feet  high,  fell  over, 
said  Paul  Richards,  director  of  BYU  public  com¬ 
munications. 


Blair  was  taken  to  Utah  Valley  Hospital  where 
he  is  being  treated  in  the  intesive  care  unit  for 
multilple  injuries  and  a  fractured  pelvis,  according 
to  Edith  Stoneman,  staff  supervisor. 

Richards  said  the  gate  was  being  rolled  into  posi¬ 
tion  shortly  after  the  start  of  the  game  to  close  off 
part  of  the  ticket  area  when  the  accident  occurred. 

He  said  it  is  procedure  to  close  off  part  of  the  area 
where  people  walk  through  to  get  tickets. 


Stress  in  large  families  Ja3aft°e°sd 
not  so  bad,  study  says

While  large  families  often  generate  stress, 
mothers  who  bear  large  numbers  of  children  find  a 
unique  opportunity  for  self-fulfillment,  according 
to  a  study  recently  conducted  by  two  BYU  sociolog¬ 
ists. 

“With  so  many  other  people  depending  directly 
upon  them,  it  appears  that  these  women  are  quite 
immune  to  an  existential  vacuum  or  lack  of  meaning 
in  their  lives,”  wrote  the  researchers  in  “Life  in 
Large  Families,”  which  summarizes  their  findings. 

BYU  sociology  professors  Dr.  Spencer  Condie 
and  Dr.  Howard  M.  Bahr  teamed  with  Kristin  L. 
Goodman,  a  researcher  for  the  LDS  Church  Cor¬ 
relation  Department,  to  interview  41  Utah 
mothers,  each  of  whom  held  college  degrees  and 
had  borne  at  least  seven  children. 

A  total  of  47  women  who  fit  these  criteria  were 
contacted  by  mail  and  all  but  six  consented  to  the 
interviews,  which  were  tape-recorded  sessions 
lasting  one  or  two  hours,  the  researchers  wrote. 
40  interviewed 

All  the  mothers,  40  of  whom  were  LDS,  were 
active  church-goers  and  each  belonged  to  the  same 
religion  as  her  husband,  the  researchers  wrote. 

The  sociologists  wrote  of  their  subjects,  “Their 
self-fulfillment  is  an  indirect  result  of  their  helping 
several  others  to  find  fulfillment.” 

One  mother  of  seven  said  during  an  interview, 
“You  work  your  tail  off —  work  with  this  kid  and 
work  with  that  kid  —  and  you  think,  ‘Oh,  what  am  I 
doing?  I’ll  never  get  through  this.’ 

“And  then  they  come  home  and  say  they  got  a 
hundred  on  this,  or  they  got  an  A-plus,  or  they  did 
perfectly  in  a  dance  recital.  And  you  think,  ‘THAT 
is  what  I  am  working  for.’  ” 

Theology  helps 

The  researchers  found  LDS  Church  theology 
was  beneficial  in  helping  the  Mormon  mothers  deal 
with  difficulties  in  large-family  management. 

“Mormons  view  the  rearing  of  a  family  as  an 
eternal  voyage.  They  see  their  families  as  a  sacred 
stewardship.  I  think  this  had  a  big  effect  on  helping 
the  LDS  mothers  cope  with  problems,”  said 
Condie. 


The  demands  of  church  assignments  on  LDS 
mothers’  time  tends  to  induce  greater  dedication  to 
homemaking  duties,  Condie  said.  “It’s  largely  a 
matter  of  being  organized.  They  didn’t  have  time 
for  soap  operas  and  other  activities  that  detract 
from  a  mother’s  responsibilities,”  he  said. 

Set  priorities 

To  cope  with  the  problem  of  overwork,  most  of 
the  mothers  studied  said  they  set  priorities  and 
seek  help  from  their  families. 

Setting  priorities  was  cited  by  80  percent  of  the 
interviewees: 

“I  feel  that  your  family  comes  first,”  said  one 
mother.  “If  you  feel  so  pressured  that  you’re  not 
doing  what  you  should  do  as  a  mother,  you  have  to 
do  something.  So  I  did.” 

Two-thirds  of  those  interviewed  sought  help 
from  others  during  difficult  times.  One  mother  said: 
“I  tell  my  children,  ‘SOS,  I  need  you.  I  don’t  care 
what  you  have  to  do  tomorrow;  it’s  SOS  day.’  They 
usually  don’t  complain  too  much.” 


‘Supermom’  myth 

Condie  said  despite  the  prevalence  of  the  “super- 
mom”  idea  that  stems  from  the  LDS  Church’s 
emphasis  on  the  importance  of  motherhood,  Mor¬ 
mon  mothers  are  no  more  susceptible  to  depression 
than  non-LDS  mothers. 

“The  ‘supermom  syndrome’  was  very  common  in 
our  sample,  but  I’m  absolutely  convinced  the  idea 
that  Mormon  mothers  are  more  likely  to  be  de¬ 
pressed  is  a  myth,”  he  said. 

But  minor  bouts  with  depression  are  inevitable  in 
the  lives  of  virtually  all  mothers,  Condie  said.  De¬ 
scribing  her  reaction  to  feelings  of  dejection,  - a 
mother  of  eight  said:  “A  good  cry  is  a  help.  It  also 
helps  for  me  to  unload  it  on  my  husband,  and  he  is 
Very,  very  understanding  and  positive.” 


Rains  flood 
200  homes

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SALT  LAKE  CITY 
(AP)  —  Heavy  rain 
flooded  the  basements 
of  about  200  homes  in 
the  Salt  Lake  Valley  and 
caused  mudslides  in 
nearby  canyons  Sunday, 
but  no  injuries  were  re¬ 
ported. 

“We  have  countywide 
flooding  at  a  maj or  level, 
approximately  200 
homes  that  have  water 
in  their  basements,” 
said  Don  Spencer,  the 
Salt  Lake  County  direc¬ 
tor  of  public  works. 


Enjoy  motherhood 

The  researchers  also  asked  participants  in  the 
study  to  complete  a  questionnaire  that  asked  for 
negative  or  affirmative  responses  to  questions 
ranging  from  “I’d  sooner  have  too  much  to  do  than 
not  enough”  to  “Sometimes  I  wish  I’d  go  to  sleep 
and  not  wake  up.” 

Eighty-eight  percent  said  they  would  rather  be 
busy  than  not,  and  59  percent  agreed  with  the 
statement,  “I  end  each  day  with  a  sense  of  accom¬ 
plishment.” 

While  one-third  of  the  mothers  said  they  agreed 
“There  are  too  many  demands  on  me”  and  “I  often 
feel  overwhelmed,”  none  expressed  a  desire  to  fall 
into  a  permanent  state  of  sleep,  the  researchers 
said. 

“Although  many  of  the  mothers  poignantly  de¬ 
scribed  their  feelings  of  frustration  and  frequent 
exhaustion,  the  recuperative  effects  of  a  good 
night’s  sleep  seemed  to  provide  adequate  regenera¬ 
tion  for  thi§  entire  sample  of  mothers,”  wrote  the 
researchers. 

Comparing  the  results  of  his  research  with  ear¬ 
lier  studies  of  stress  in  families  of  less-educated 
parents,  Condie  said  college-graduate  mothers 
dealt  more  easily  with  stress. 

“The  ability  to  cope  was  greater.  The  general 
experience  of  college  helps  them  see  alternative 
solutions  to  problems,”  Condie  said. 


Spencer  said  the 
flooding  was  not  life- 
threatening,  but  some 
homes  had  suffered 
structural  damage  and 
the  water  was  causing 
sewage  to  back  up  into 
several  homes  —  a 
health  hazard. 

City  fire  departments 
and  public  works  crews 
all  over  the  county  were 
pumping  water  out  of 
basements  and  helping 
with  sandbagging,  he

The  BYU  defensive  machine  that  crunched  Geor¬ 
gia’s  running  attack  two  weeks  ago  couldn’t  hold  off 
a  99-yard  Air  Force  drive  in  the  last  minute  and  a 
half  that  lifted  the  Falcons  to  a  39-38  come-from- 
behind  victory. 

The  Falcons’  upset  win  spoiled  the  inauguration 
of  the  newly  expanded  Cougar  Stadium  and  left  the 
home  crowd  of  64,253  stunned. 

The  final  drive  was  capped  by  a  22-yard  scoring 
strike  from  Falcon  quarterback  Marty  Louthan  to 
left  halfback  Mike  Brown,  who  hauled  the  ball  in  for 
the  score  with  six  seconds  remaining  on  the  clock. 

Air  Force  then  went  for  the  two-point  conversion 
with  Louthan  rolling  to  the  right  and  hitting  Brown 
all  alone  in  the  end  zone,  to  give  the  Falcons  the 
lead  and  the  game  in  what  has  to  be  one  of  their 
‘biggest  wins  ever. 

Dramatic  win 

“I  have  never  been  involved  in  this  dramatic  of  a 
win,  said  Falcon  coach  Ken  Hatfield.  “I  can’t  thank 
my  team  enough  for  the  way  they  hung  in  there, 
and  I  can’t  thank  God  enough  for  being  with  us.” 

“We  just  have  to  give  Air  Force  credit,”  said 
BYU  Coach  LaVell  Edwards. 

“Obviously,  we  were  very  disappointed  with  this 
loss,  especially  after  coming  as  close  as  we  did,” 
Edwards  continued.  “We  thought  we  would  do  a 
better  job  of  slowing  them  down  than  we  did.” 

After  BYU’s  defense  played  so  well  against 
Georgia  and  Heisman  Trophy-candidate  Herschel 
Walker,  and  after  shutting  out  Nevada-Las  Vegas, 
the  Cougars  were  expected  to  be  equally  successful 
in  breaking  up  the  Air  Force  wishbone. 

Near  perfect 

But  the  Falcons,  led  by  the  quick  and  talented 
Louthan,  executed  their  offense  in  near-perfect 
fashion  and  marched  up  and  down  the  field,  gaining 
489  yards  in  total  offense  against  the  BYU  defense. 

“We  knew  they  were  quick,”  said  noseguard 
Chuck  Ehin.  “Most  of  the  credit  goes  to  that 'quar¬ 


terback;  he’s  a  smart  guy.” 

The  Falcon’s  ability  to  move  the  ball  against  the 
Cougars  is  nothing  less  than  what  Hatfield  ex¬ 
pected  from  his  team. 

“BYU  doesn’t  see  the  wishbone  very  much,” 
Hatfield  said.  He  added  that  Air  Force  has  been 
watching  the  Cougars  closely,  observing  that  the 
Cougars  don’t  switch  their  defenses  much. , 

“They  don’t  show  many  different  looks  defen¬ 
sively,”  Hatfield  said.  He  said  he  felt  if  the  Falcons 
could  execute  well,  they  could  move  the  ball  on  the 
Cougars.  “We  knew  where  they  would  be,”  he  said. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  game  the  Cougars  re¬ 
ceived  the  opening  kickoff,  and  took  the  ball  from 
their  own  20-yard  line  to  the  Air  Force  11-yard  line 
in  12  plays  before  settling  for  a  field  goal  by  Kurt 
Gunther. 

Air  Force  took  the  ensuing  kickoff  to  their  own  26 
and  drove  74  yards  in  7  plays,  including  a  19-yard 
strike  from  Louthan  to  wide  receiver  Tom  Coleman 
and  a  surprising  25-yard  romp  up  the  middle  by 
fullback  John  Kershner  to  put  the  Flyboys  up  7-3 
with  6:16  remaining  in  the  first  quarter. 

Second  quarter 

In  the  second  quarter,  the  Cougars  assumed 
more  control  in  the  game,  scoring  twice  and  holding 
Air  Force  at  7  until  just  less  than  three  minutes  to 
go  in  the  half.  Air  Force  then  drove  83  yards  in 
eight  plays  for  a  touchdown  to  make  it  17-14  with  30 
seconds  to  go. 

The  Cougars,  while  attempting  to  run  out  the 
clock,  lost  the  ball  on  a  Waymon  Hamilton  fumble 
with  two  seconds  left  on  the  clock. 

Air  Force  recovered  on  the  BYU  45  and  kicker 
Sean  Pavlich  made  a  personal-best  55-yard  field 
goal  to  tie  the  game  at  17. 

The  second  half  saw  the  Cougars  lead  by  seven 
points  three  times,  but  every  time  BYU  scored,  the 
Falcons  came  roaring  back  with  a  TD  of  their  own.

Before  the  June  War  of  1967,  most  Israelis  lived 
within  20  miles  of  the  Jordanian  borders.  They 
reject  the  president’s  proposal  of  full  autonomy  for 
the  West  Bank  in  some  form  of  association  with 
Jordan  because  it  would  place  Israel’s  major 
population  centers  back  within  range  of  PLO  artil- 
:  lery. 

With  the  proposal  90  percent  of  the  Jews  in  Israel 
would  live  in  fear  of  artillery  attacks. 

Because  of  a  so-called  “Masada  complex,”  Israeli 
Jews  say  “never  again,”  meaning  that  never  again 
.  do  they  want  to  be  forced  into  a  compromising 
situation  of  ultimate  defeat  where  their  only  choice 
seems  to  be  either  destruction  at  the  hands  of  the 
enemy  or  mass  suicide  at  their  own  hands. 

A  second  major  explanation  for  Israel’s  actions  in 
Lebanon  and  her  rejection  of  Reagan’s  peace  plan  is 
a  “holocaust  complex.”  Israeli  Jews  fear  their 
closest  and  strongest  ally,  the  United  States,  is 
unknowingly  setting  Israel  up  for  possible  destruc¬ 
tion. 

Two  important  events  of  recent  weeks  have  in¬ 
creased  this  sensitivity.  The  first  was  the  visit  of 
PLO  leader  Yassir  Arafat  to  the  Pope  and  the  im¬ 
plied  recognition  of  the  PLO  in  spite  of  its  avowed 
aims  to  destroy  Israel. 

Second,  Israel  has  called  upon  herself  the  onus  of 
a  holocaust  of  her  own  making  as  she  has  become 
involved  in  the  mass  slaughter  of  Arab  refugees  in 
the  camps  of  west  Beirut. 

Granted,  the  Israeli  soldiers  probably  did  not  do 
the  actual  shooting,  but  their  movement  into  west 
Beirut  after  the  PLO  exodus  was  justified  by 
Israeli  claims  of  bringing  peace  to  the  area.  In¬ 
stead,  while  some  Israeli  military  seemingly  turned 
their  backs,  fanatic  Arab  Christian  forces 
apparently  entered  the  camps  and  killed  hundreds 
of  innocent  refugees  along  with  some  probable  ter¬ 
rorists. 

Because  of  Israel’s  implication  in  the  Beirut 
atrocity,  some  Israelis  already  fear  both  an  im¬ 
mediate  backlash  of  world  public  opinion  and  a  fu¬ 
ture  attitude  of  international  indifference  if  Israel 
should  face  possible  destruction.  Because  of  her 
very  real  “holocaust  complex,”  Israel  fears  any  ac¬ 
tion  that  either  weakens  her  defenses  or  under¬ 
mines  her  American  support.  President  Reagan’s 
plan  seems  to  do  both  as  far  as  many  ' 
concerned.
